The  only  purpose,  as  the  writer  sees  it,  for  including  a  "message"  is  to  give  to 
students  first,  and  parents  and  other  interested  readers  second,  an  honest  word 
picture  of  his  gratitude  and  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  his  students,  not  the 
least  of  which  is  their  expressed  desire  to  have  his  offering  considered  an  expected 
part  of  any  annual  recording  of  school  activities. 

To  the  great  credit  of  the  present  senior  class  this  attitude  has  been  kindly  and 
genuinely  developed.

Because  of  the  load  of  work  imposed  by  the 
teachers  this  year,  entertainment  was  at  a  prem- 
ium. Nevertheless,  there  were  quite  a  few  rallies 
and  dances  held.  The  rally  committee,  headed 
by  Boit  Sesnon,  had  to  limit  its  membership  to 
class  Vice-Presidents  and  those  who  had  par- 
ticipated extensively  in  former  rallies.

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  most  important  aspect  of  Student  Government  is  the  fact  that  by  participa- 
tion in  its  varied  activities  young  people  are  brought  face  to  face  with  the  kinds 
of  problems  that  arise  in  any  group  endeavor,  and  through  joint  action  they  find 
solutions  and  expound  ideas. 

A  very  practical  illustration  is  our  Student  Council.  During  the  past  semesters, 
the  members  of  the  Council  have  done  many  things  beneficial  to  the  school.  They 
have  reviewed  and  improved  the  old  Council  laws  that  they  felt  were  no  longer 
useful.  They  have  established  and  put  into  workable  operation  a  fine  Student 
Court.  Some  Student  Council  representatives  have  been  attending  nearby  confer- 
ences and  have  brought  back  with  them  many  informative  ideas  about  the  opera- 
tion of  the  judiciary  and  legislative  branches  of  other  schools,  and  these  have  been 
applied  to  our  own  student  government. 

At  the  start  of  the  semester  they  approved  of  the  calendar  for  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  two  dances  for  which  they  left  the  dates  open.  The  Tiger,  Newsreel 
and  other  clubs  came  to  them  early  in  the  year  to  present  their  budgets,  which  were 
approved. 

Their  many  reasons  for  revising  and  setting  up  new  and  improved  laws  were  that 
these  new  laws  more  readily  meet  the  problems  arising  from  the  occupancy  of  the 
new  school,  from  the  larger  Student  Body  and  the  expanded  activity  program.

VARSITY  BASKETBALL 

The  Lick  Varsity  Basketball  team  had  a  very  successful  season  this  year.  They 
won  a  total  of  eighteen  games  while  dropping  only  six.  Unfortunately,  five  of  the 
six  losses  were  suffered  during  regular  League  competition,  giving  the  team  a  dis- 
appointing fourth  place. 

At  the  start  of  the  season  Lick  was  figured  among  the  top  contenders  for  the 
championship.  The  team's  strength  lay  in  its  returning  Lettermen  (four  from  last 
year's  string)  and  in  some  good  new  talent.  Among  those  returning  were  Mike 
Vincent,  Boit  Sesnon,  Rick  Bost,  John  Gantner,  and  Steve  Fowler.  Outstanding 
among  the  new  members  of  the  Varsity  were  Scott  Shoaf,  Don  Fisher,  and  Tom 
Inman.  Lick  won  all  of  its  practice  games  (two  each  with  O'Connell  and  Westmore 
and  one  with  Drake).  The  Varsity  also  cleaned  up  in  the  first  tournament  in  Bay 
Counties  League  history,  which  was  held  at  Lick.  They  won  all  their  tourney  games 
with  S.R.M.A.  and  went  on  to  win  the  tournament  easily  with  83  points  —  27  more 
than  the  nearest  contender's.  By  the  end  of  the  tournament  Lick  was  definitely 
figured  as  the  team  to  beat  in  the  League,  and  Tiger  hopes  were  running  high. 

Hopes  were  still  up  when,  after  three  regular  season  games,  Lick  was  unde- 
feated. The  first  of  these  games  was  with  St.  Vincent's,  who  had  wound  up  in  the 
tournament  with  minus  1  28  points.  The  score  was  Lick,  49;  St.  Vincent's,  24.  How- 
ever, the  second  game  was  much  closer,  Lick  managing  to  beat  Concordia  by  only 
two  points —  35  to  33.  The  next  game,  with  California  School  for  the  Deaf,  was  an 
easy  victory,  64-39.

Unfortunately,  the  Varsity  flagged  in  the  Menlo  game.  In  this  contest  and  in 
the  return  match,  Lick  couldn't  seem  to  click,  and  Menlo  managed  to  remain  the 
only  team  undefeated  by  Lick.  Menlo  won  the  first  game  by  28  points.  However, 
in  the  second  game  they  had  to  come  from  behind  (where  they'd  been  all  game) 
in  the  fourth  quarter  to  win  by  four  points. 

The  first  game  with  Half  Moon  Bay  was  much  too  close  for  comfort.  The  Tigers 
found  themselves  behind  by  one  point  with  only  forty  seconds  to  go.  Half  Moon 
Bay  had  the  ball,  and  a  deliberate  foul  seemed  the  only  way  to  get  it.  This  gamble 
paid  off  as  Half  Moon  Bay  missed  its  free  throw  and  Lick  gained  possession  of  the 
ball.  With  twenty  seconds  to  go  Mike  Vincent  drove  all  the  way  in  from  half  court 
to  sink  the  winning  layup!  Final  score  was  36-35.  However,  the  Varsity  lost  to  Half 
Moon  Bay  when  they  played  them  a  second  time. 

In  their  first  full  game  with  Emery  the  Varsity  played  perhaps  its  best  ball  of 
the  season.  The  Tigers  thwarted  Emery's  every  move  with  an  excellent  floor  game 
and,  with  the  help  of  the  crack  foul  shooting  of  John  Gantner  and  Scott  Shoaf,  won 
a  49-34  victory  to  become  the  first  team  to  beat  Emery  in  two  years.  However,  in 
the  return  match,  perhaps  the  biggest  thriller  of  the  season,  Emery  gained  revenge 
in  winning  by  one  point. 

The  Varsity  easily  won  its  rematches  with  C.S.D.  and  St.  Vincent's,  but  lost  its 
second  game  with  Concordia.  Also  the  Tigers  scored  two  victories  against  San 
Rafael,  a  weak  team,  because  of  the  late  season  loss  of  two  stars.
